case, in which he declared the agreements 
among the packers to be a combination in 
restraint of trade and ‘illegal. ä 

In another recent decision he announced 
a ruling on the interstate commerce law 
which later brought a projected combination 
of fourteen railroads to pause in a rate cut- 
ting scheme. 

General attention was attracted ten years 
ago by Judge Grosscup’s decision on the 
application of the government to close the 
Chicago world’s fair on Sundays. Though 
he dissented from the opinion of two Cir- 
cult court judges, his ruling was afterward 
sustained by the Circuit Court of Appeals. 

Another widely known decision was that 
given by Judge Grosscup and the late Judge 
W. A. Woods jointly in the Debs riot case. 
The opinion in that case is often quoted 
as an authority on the powers of courts of 
equity.

Total of $80,000,000 Ready to Pre vent 
| a Money Stringency. 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 23.—[Special.}— | 


Secretary Shaw played a trump card today. 
He took the financial world by surprise and 
frustrated the plans of Wall street brokers 
who have been engaged in forcing up the 
price of 2 per cent bonds, and who are re- 
sponsible for the banks retiring a large 
amount of circulation, thus making money 
scarce and increasing the interest rates. 

Without warning Secretary Shaw an- 
nounced that he had decided to resume re- 
funding operations for the purpose of pre- 
venting financial stringency and to furnish a 
supply of currency which will enable the 
commercial world to secure money at reason- 
able rates to carry on business operations. 
Owing to the scarcity of 2 per cent bonds; 
both for circulation and the security of the 
government deposits, he will resume refund- 
ing operations to the extent of $20,000,000 
and he will redeem the 5 per cent bonds. ma- 
turing Feb. 1, 1904, paying the interest to 
maturity. 


Will Prevent Stringency. 

The effect of this action will be to place 
in circulation about $40,000,000, which, in 
the opinion of treasury officials, will pre- 
vent money stringency during the crop mov- 
ing season. The total value of the & per 
cent bonds in the hands of owners is ap- 
proximately $20,000,000, and this, together 
with the refunding of $20,000,000 in 2 per 
cents, brings the total to $40,000,000. Sec- 
retary Shaw already has created a fund of 
$40,000,000 from the internal revenue re- 
ceipts to be placed in government deposi- 
tories if there are signs of a money squeeze. 
Therefore, when these bonds are redeemed 
$80,000,000 will be put in circulation, which 
will make money easy and keep interest 
charges within reasonable bounds. If more 
funds are needed for this purpose the ad- 
ministration will provide them. 


End of Corner in Bonds. 


It was learned that certain brokers in New 
York and other large cities have been mak- 
ing contracts with some banks for the de- 
livery of 2 per cent bonds. In to de- 
liver these bonds the banks retired some of 
their circulation, which action was par- 
ticularly objectionable at this time, when 
there is a strong demand for money. The 
decision to refund will frustrate the plans 
of the brokers, and will efther decrease the 
price of 2 per cents, which are abnormally 
high because of the strong demand for them, 
or increase the price of 8 and 4 per cents, 
which are low. It is quite probable the er- 
fect will be to reduce the price of 2 per cents, 
Another reason is the wholesome effect it 
will have on the commercial and in- 
dustrial world. Itig feared if money should 
become scarce and a consequent rise in in- 
terest rates follow this would have a dis- 
astrous effect on the business world and 
cause à partial cessation of building opera- 
tions and the postponement of the inaugurat- 
ing of new enterprises. 


Orders Sent to Subtreasuries. , 

Of the total issue of $517,000,000 2 per cent 
bonds the treasurer already holds for circu- 
lation, and for deposits $480,000,000. , 
instructions to several subtreasuries author- 
izing them to redeem the bonds on presenta- 
tion were issued today. The banks that have 
had on file with the treasurer for thirty days 
or more the 5 per cent bonds as security for 
pyblic deposits will be permitted to substi- 
tute approved state and municipal bonds 
therefor, which will be accepted at 75 per 
cent of their par values.

The plot is entirely original. It is the story

SICK OF ARBITRATION 


Secretary F. W. Job Says the Em- 
ployers Find It a Failure. 


DECISIONS OFTEN. VIOLATED.

Would Have Each Manager Come to 
Terms with His Own Men. 


That arbitration as a means of settling 
labor disputes is a failure and that employ- 
ers are “sick of it” is the radical ground 
taken by Secretary F. W. Job of the Empioy- 
ers’ association. 

This opinion was expressed by Mr. Job yes- 
terday on hearing of the proposal of the 
teamsters, which, if carried out, would cause 
the disbanding of the Chicago board of ar- 
bitration. The teamsters’ joint council rec- 


members of the board withdraw. Instead of 
the permanent body which has been called in 
to pass on the differences of many labor or- 
ganizations, the drivers advised that tem- 
porary boards be created by each locel as 
emergencies might arise. 

I am lad it the unions are growing tired 
ia arbitration,” Mr. Jobsaid. “ The employ- 
ers are certainly sick of it. I do not say this 
merely as my own personal view, but as the 
opinion of most of the prominent employers 
of the city. 

The unions will not, in the first place, con- 
sent to submit a matter to arbitration unless 
they believe they are assured of obtaining 
the decision they want. Then, in the second 
place, they will not abide by the finding of the 
board if it is not to their liking.”

Turks Routed in Lively Fight. 

A dispatch from Dubnitsa to the Daily News 
reports heavy fighting near the village of 
Mighino, five miles from the frontier, 250 in- 
surgents holding up ten battalions of Tur- 
kish troops with artillery. The Turks suf- 
fered considerably. 
moned the aid of volunteers, who are has- 
tening to the scene.

The eventsof the 
‘next two days are awaited with great anxiety 
and popular feeling is becoming more excit- 
ed. A largely attended meeting of Mace- 
donian sympathizers was held at Rustchuk, 
Bulgaria, Sept. 2, and it adopted resqlu- 
tions appealing to the Bulgarian government 
to declare war on Turkey immediately. 


Negotiations Held Useless. 

Dr. Charles Tatartcheff, president of the 
Macedonian organizations, has stated that 
the insurgent committees attach no import- 
ance to the reported negotiations between 
Turkey and Bulgaria, because similar propo- 
sitions were discussed in 1897 and later in 
1809 and 1900.

Semite riots, or pogrom, which took place 
here on Sept. 11, and were renewed for several 
days, were smaller but perhaps more re- 
markable than those which took place at 
Kishenéff, because the police and military 
openly sided with the plunderers and murder- 
ers, the “ pogromshiks,” as the Russians call

The troops, supported by many educated 
and well to do Christians, formed a movable 
shield behind which the poegromshiks 
ruthlessly demolished the Jewish homes and 
shops and cruelly clubbed such Jews as fell 
into their hands, leisurely proceeding from 
street to street and district 90 district as they 
did 80. 

During the week following the riots all the 
trains leaving the city were crowded with 
Jewish families.

King Studies Men for Cabinet. 

Premier Balfour’s continuéd presence at 
Balmoral has given rise to much surmise 
and comment, but it can be stated definitely 
that it is due to the king’s determination not 
to assent to the formation of a new cabinet 
until thoroughly satisfied that its personnel 
and combination are such as to insure the 
efficient carrying on of the affairs of the 
— pending the resumption of parlia- 
ment. 

For years previous cabinets were formed or 
ministerial vacancies filled with the mere 
formal presentation to the sovereign of the 
names of the new ministers. King Edward 
has done away with this tradition. He has 
spent the last few days in constant discus- 
sion with Mr. Balfour as to the advisability 
from the point of view of the national welfare 
of the latter's suggested appointments. 

Ministers now holding office and tl._ose nom- 
inated for office have been summoned to 
Balmoral to join in these conferences, and 
all have been subjected to a degree of inter- 
rogation such as has surprised even those 
who knew King Edward intimately as prince 
of Wales. 


Wants War Scandals Remedied. 


To such an extent is King Edward holding 
his power of veto in reserve that now he is 
almost regarded by the inner circles as more 
the cabinet maker than Mr. Balfour him- 
self. Though, with his usual tact, the king 
has refrained from expressing any political 
views or infringing the initiative belonging 
to the ministers, this has not prevented 
him from expressing his genuine desire, 
amounting almost to a command, that steps 
be taken to remedy the scandals in the army 
acGministration revealed by the report of the 
scuth African war commission, and insisting 
that the new cabinet shall be one adapted to 
deal with that question. 

After the long conversations he has had 
during he last few days at Balmoral with

Chamberlain Held in Error. 


Alexander W. Black, ilberaal member of

American Counsel Shows Maps. 

Mr. Watson, in opening, contended that the 
map of 1867 made by the United States 
showed that the United States had control 
of all disputed territory and that Great Brit- 
ain made no protest at that time. 

The counsel showed that immediately after 
the purchase of Alaska, Rusela and the 
United States issued a map showing the 
boundary line of the territory purchased. 
This boundary followed exactly the line 
shown on the maps published by Russia in 
1826. This line had been followed untver- 
sally by all cartographers of the world, nota- 
bly Arrowsmith, and in the two official maps 
issued in 1850 and in 1857 by order of the 
house of commons. Although the extent of 
the purchase was known to the British gov- 
ernment fully eight months before the pur- 
chase price was paid no protest, objection, 
or even question as to Russia's title was 
raised by Canada or Great Britain. 


Gold Discovery Opens Dispute. 

Mr. Watson, continuing, said that in 1896, 
when gold was discovered in the Yukon, the 
easiest approach to that region was over the 
passes at the head of the Lynn canal. Three 
years later Great Britain made her first for- 
mal notification that there was a question as 
to the right of the United States to the heads 
of the inlets. Prior to 1800 there had been 
correspondence between the United States 
and Great Britain, at the instigation of Can- 
ada, with reference to the actual demarca- 
tion of the line, but no question as to the 
accuracy of the boundary claimed by the 
United States and as universally shown on 
the maps had ever previously been raised by 
Great Britain. On the contrary, he claimed, 
both Great Britain and Canada had repeat-

Adjudged a spendthrift and a distracted 
person by a jury in the Probate court in 
1896 James Ansbro, 72 years old, was yester- 
day declared to be competent and was re- 
stored to the management of his property 
by another jury in the same court.

Gets Fine of $2,000 

At the conclusion of the aleve Judge 
Wiest accepted Sutton’s plea of guilty of con- 
spiracy to defraud the state, and sentenced 
him to pay a fine of $2,000, which is the 
amount paid by the other men implicated in 
the military supplies deal. 

When Sutton left the city tonight he de- 
clared that he was now free to come and go 
as he pleased, indicating that he is assured 
that he will not be og tag on a charge of 
perjury which has béen hanging over him 
since his former trial. 

Sutton was a former regent of the state 
university and prominent in Michigan repub- 
lican politics during Gov. Pingree’s adminis- 
trations. He arrived here today from Sodus, 
N. Y., accompanied by Prof. E. Curtis of that 
place; who stood ready to meet any financial 
requirements imposed by the court. 

Sutton's case is one of the strangest in the 
history of Michigan legal practice. He was 
once acquitted of the charge of complicity in 
the conspiracy, after a sensational trial. 
Later, when Gen. White made a complete 
confession of the manner in which the frauds 
were perpetrated, Sutton was indicted 80 
perjury and fied to Mexico. 


. Admits Fraud in Former Case. 
Sutton's return was the result of an ar- 
rangement to nolle prosse the perjury charge 
against him, let him plead gullty to the charge 
of conspiracy of which he was once acquitted, 
and, in return, it is stated, turn state's evi- 
dence in cases to be brought against the al- 
leged jury bribers. It was necessary to com- 
mence a new case against him on the same 
charge. A new complaint was made today, 
and he was arraigned before Police Judge 
Roe this forenoon, waived examination, and 
went at once to the Circuit court, where he 
pleaded guilty. Sutton said he would waive 
his rights under the jury's verdict of not

CORPORATIONS AND POLITICIANS. 


The electors of the city and county of Den- 


ver voted on a new charter Tuesday. It 
was defeated by 5,000 votes. Its friends say 
that the corporations and the politicians 
struck hands to defeat it, the former con- 
tributing money and the latter illegal votes. 
The hostility of the corporations will be 
understood when it is explained that if the 
charter had been accepted no franchise re- 
lating to any street, alley, or public place 
could be granted, except by vote of the 
electors. Pvery franchise was to be subject 
tO amendment or repeal, and the charges 
made by grantees were to be subject to 
regulation by the city. Franchises fettered 
by these conditions would not be specially 
attractive.

DEATH OF EX-SENATOR FARWELL. | 

Closely following ex-Mayor Sherman, an- 
other of Chicago’s prominent citizens—a 
man closely identified with the politica of 
city, county, and state and with the mer- 
eantile interests of the city—has passed 
away. Mr. Charles B. Farwell has held 
such intimate relations to Chicago, and his 
municipal service has been so important, 
that few of its citizens are better known. 
And this fs all the more remarkable because 
personally he was a quiet, unostentatious 
man, one not given to display or sensational] 
methods of self-advertising. 

It is scarcely possible to mention Chicago 
‘politics of the past without mentioning Mr. 
Farwell, so large a part did he play in it. 
Hie almost began his life here in politics, 
and he advanced steadily from the county 
clerk’s 6ffice to the high position of United 
States senator, the crowning point in his 
political career. He was a trained business 
man evén in early days, and he brought 
business habits to bear in his administration 
of office with excellent results for the city 
and county. In congress, both in the house 
and the senate, he was of still greater sery- 
ice, and his service broadened out, for his 
business judgment and knowledge were 
ful to the whole country. These were so 
universally conceded that his committee 
work always had reference to banking, 
' manufactures, commerce, and finance. In 

all of these departments he was recognized 

ms an authority, and his views were always 

received with the highest respect. He did 

much for the country and much for this city 

by reason of his influence—an influence all

President Roosevelt 
will convene congress early in November, 
so that the necessary legislation may be had 
before the Christmas holidays: The beet 
sugar men have not given up the fight. 
They still have hopes that they can per- 
suade congress. to deal dishonorably with 
Cuba. They are endeavoring to enlist the

Mr. Hubbard first came to Chicago and 
the great west in 1818, when, as a boy of 
16, he traveled down the St. Lawrenge river 
in one of the big bateaus of the American 
Fur company. The headquarters of the com- 
pany were onthe island of Mackinaw, where, 
when Mr. Hubbard landed, no less than 2,000 
voyageurs—all Canadian Frenchmén—400 
clerks, of whom he was one, and 3,000 In- 
dians were encamped. 

Mr. Hubbard could read and write and had 
a decent elementary education, in which re- 
spect he had a great advantage over the vast 
majority of the 5,000 savages and semi-sav- 
ages among whom he had come, Not one in a 
hundred, outside the ranks of the clerks of 
the fur company, could ‘write even his own’ 
name. He was a man of vigorous frame, 
strong constitution, and great native abil- 
ity, and he came quickly to the front-as a 
factor of the fur company. Before he was 
20 he-was in charge of important posts of 
the fur company in IHinois and Michigan

LESSON NO. 63.—Eggs. 
There is a best way of A 
HE egg stands as the simplest and 
clearest example of nature’s supply- 
ing the necessary food products and no 
more. For the chickyvis therein pro- 
vided with proteid for its tissues, fat 
for its heat, calcium for ita bones, but it has 
to wait until:it emerges from the shell for its 
carbohydrates, because forsooth it cannot 
use energy if it has it when inclosed in a case 
80 small it cannot move. 

We are all familiar with the three parts 
of an egg, shell, white, and yolk, and A glance 
at their chemical properties proves inter- 
ng. The shell is composed almost en- 
tirely of carbonate of The white in- 
closed in a delicate membrane is proteid dis- 
solved in water and held in many million 
cells. The yolk holds many different prop- 
erties, it has much less water, and a good 
deal of fat and several different mineral 
matters. 

As the shell is not edible, we eliminate it at 
once under the head of refuse. Perhaps it 
would be well to consider here the signs of 
a good egg, for there is no such thing as a 
fairly good egg. Probably the easiest test 
is to place it in water containing two ounces 


| of salt to the pint. If it is fresh it will sink 


at once, and as it approaches the meridian 
of life it grows lighter, and as it descends 
the western slope it bobs serenely to the sur- 


Next in importance to getting good eggs is 
keeping them good; this depends majnly on 
keeping the alr away from them. 
and fondly suppose that in an egg shell we 
have the forerunner of the ubiquitous tin 
can and that all outside is utterly excluded. 
But we have only to recall the never to be 
forgotten taste of a packed egg, where lime 
has been used, to know that the shell is not 
impervious—covering the shells with lard or 
oll and then covering them with sawdust is 
ohe way of keeping them if they must be 


kept—but how welcome always the really. 
fresh 


eg. 

One has only to consider the different qual- 
ities of the yolk and white to know that 
cooking them presents a delicate problem, 
The proteid in the white is an albumen, held 
in innumerable little cells, which are broken 
when it is beaten, and the air is caught and 
held by the albumen until we have a stiff 
froth. This egg albamen is the simplest of 
all albumens to cook, as it is not compli- 
cated by the presence of other properties. 
It has been found by careful experiment that 
albumen coagulates at 160° F., and yet we 
persist in boiling it at 212° F. The yolk cooks 
at a lower temperature than the white, and 
therefore when an egg Is put into water that 
is not allowed to rise higher than 180° and 
kept there for ten or twelve minutgs we have 
a white that is not overdone be yolk 
is reached. 

Experiments were also made by cooking 
eggs for different lengths of time from the 
‘way abdve described to boiling them twenty 
minutes, and it was found that those cooked 
to a soft jelly consistency or those boiied 
twenty minutes were more easily digested 


than any length of time between these two. 


The principle of cooking albumen is seen in 
its simplest form in eggs, but applies 
wherever albumen is found, meat, fish, etc.

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understood, we find a practical application 
to our tables interesting. Understanding 
once for all the effect of heat on albumen, 
and we understand why we give a poached 
egg to an invalid instead of one that has 
been fried. Giv hot fat, sizzling to the 
point of separating into Irritating fatty acids, 
and an egg fried in this until its albumen 
hardens and is decorated with a fringe or 
border of a hard brown, brittle substance, 
and you offer a problem that is enough to 
make any digestive apparatus run for its life. 
The food value of an egg is about the 
as a half tumblerful of milk or one and a 
half ounces of meat. Their digestibility is 
‘generally conceded to be greater when taken 
raw, as the stomach is not irritated at all 
and the food is almost entirely absorbed into 
the system. It must be remémbered that 
their lack of starches keep them from being 
a perfect food, and that they should be sup- 
plemented where a balanced diet is desired. 


But, as is the case in this whole food ques- 
tion, we can consider values and chemical 
characteristics, but no matter what the prop- 
erties, tempting serving is absolutely neces- 
Sary to the success of any food. And this 
is particularly true of eggs, capable of dain- 
tiness rarely given to foods, utterly rebel- 
lious when carelessly handled, Soft boiled 
eges—I wish I knew some other term for 
what I mean, for eggs should not be boiled— 
are nearly as digestible as the raw, and 
should be served with the white all evenly 
done, and not part hard and part raw. 

Raw eggs can be made into tempting drinks 
when the idea of a raw eggis repulsive. One 
delicate looking dish is made by beating the 
white stiff and putting it carefully into the 
glass in which it is to be served, then making 
@ nice little nest in the middle for the yolk 
and putting it in carefully lest it break, and 
then a little seasoning. Then set the glass 
in a pan of water and put in a slow oven 
until heated through, but care must be taken 
not to allow the top to harden so that stiff 
little horns stick up where it should be soft 
and delicate, Of making egg recipes there is 
no end, but remember in all of them that 
moderate heat for a longer period will make 
a finer dish than rapid cooking. 

Surely no adulterators of foods can laugh 
more in their sleeves than the men who con- 
coct custard powders to deceive the unwary 
housewife. When setting to work to imitate 
a food that contains only proteids and fats 
they slyly hit upon two characteristics, color 
and the quality of thickening when cooked. 
The first easily mastered, and the second 
they boldly accomplish by the use of starches 
—and so we find these custard powders, sup- 
posed to be evaporated and concentrated 
eggs. containing 85 per cent of a food prop- 
erty never yet found in an egg, and entirely 
innocent of the real materials. Possibly the 
crime of adulteration is no greater than the 
ignorance that accepts such frauds. Who 
knows who will rank lowest, the woman who 
holds herself as too good to understand her 
business of housekeeping as a part of her 
art of home making, or the man who takes 
advantage of this boasted ignorance? When 
women are as much man’s equa! as they vo- 
ciferously claim to be they yon't be so easily 
fooled by man. The egg in all {ts simplicity 
is easily understood, and once known can 
never be maltreated or misrepresented.

Today to Agree to Take 


Henry J. Killilea, owner of the Boston 
American league club, was in Chicago yes- 
terday conferring with Presidents Johnson 
and Comiskey, and admitted there was seri- 
ous doubt if the proposed post-seasorr series 
between his club and Pittsburg for the 
world’s championship would be played. The 
matter will be decided today and the de- 
cision rests with the players of the Boston 
club. 

As soon as it became apparent the series 
would be between the Boston and Pittsburg 
clubs, Mr. Killilea had a conference with 
Manager Collins and at that time author- 
ized Collins to offer the players one-half 
‘of the Boston club's share of the gross re- 
ceipts from the entire series. A few days 
ago the Boston owner received word from 
Collins that the players were not satisfied 
with those terms but demanded the whole 
of Boston's share of the gate receipts, leav- 
ing the club to pay the expenses, of course. 

This demand Mr. Killilea declined to gran 
and immediately notified Manager Collin 
that he would adhere to his original offer, 
that it could be accepted or rejected as the 
players chose, and that if it was not ac- 
cepted on or before Thursday of this week 
he would feel obliged to declare all arrange- 
ments of. Since then he has heard noth- 
ing from Collins, but the time limit given 
the players does not expire until tonight. 
Speaking of the difficulty, Mr. Killilea said: 

„ am still hoping the wiser heads among 
the players will prevail and that the games 
can be played. The demand of the players 
seems to me unjust. Some of the players’ 
contracts run for three years and all salar- 
fes have been paid in full, although a num- 
ber of che players have been out of the game 
through sickhess and injuries for long peri- 
ods this year and last. No expense has been 
spared that might add to the strength of 
the club or help to win the pennant, and, 
while I appreciate in full the excellent work 
which has landed the prize, I do not feel the 
players deserve all the reward. There is 
the other point of view. If through a run 
of hard luck the club should lose the series 
to Pittsburg the prestige and value of the 
club would be greatly injured and that loss 
would fall on the club alone. The players 
would continue to draw their salaries in full 
next year just the same.”’
